Arnall’s statement of the case 
said that the respondents entered 
‘into a “combination or conspiracy” 
to control prices and eliminate 
competition in sales of emulsified 
/asphalt to the state. According to 
an agreement, sales to the state 
' were to be handled by Evans, who 
| would collect a commission on each 
sale, the brief said. It declared 
that Greer was “in conspiracy 
with Evans.” 

Point of Law. 

Without going into the question 
of whether a conspiracy actually 
did exist, the respondents’ brief 
contended that the remedy offered 
a “person” in the Sherman act did 
not extend to a state. It declared 
that a state, itself a sovereign, 
could set up its own protection 
and therefore was not entitled to 
“punitive treble damages.” 

In a separate brief, 34 
states asserted that. if the full 
remedy were denied to a _ state 
i“then the sovereign would be 
placed in a- position worse than 
that of any of its subjects.” 

The issue before the supreme 
court involves only the question of 
law. If the state's right to sue for 
| treble damages is upheld, the case 
| goes back to the district court at 
Atlanta for trial.

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Federal Aid for Education 

Senate Bill 1313, a substitute, provides that 
$200,000,000 annually shall be used toward 
equalization of educational opportunity in the 
various states. Georgia’s share of this fund 
would be approximately $15,000,000, it has been 
stated. 

The Eighth district division of the Georgia 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, meeting at 
Russell High school in East Point, adopted a 
resolution asking that Georgia representatives 
in both houses of congress support the measure. 
The resolution was adopted unanimously, with 
330 delegates present, representing a member- 
ship of 19,090. The Eighth district divisiéh of 
the Georgia P.-T. A. comprises the counties of 
Carroll, Clayton, Coweta, Douglas, Fayette, Ful- 
ton, Heard, Haralson, Meriwether and Troup. 

Inequality of educational opportunity is one 
of the most glaring defects in our democratic 
system. One of democracy’s basic tenets is that 
there shall be equality of opportunity for all, 
yet no man can argue there is any equality 
when children of one state or section do not 
enjoy equal opportunity for education with chil- 
dren of another state. 

It is unfortunately true that the states with 
the highest birth rate and the largest child 
population are, in general rule, the poorer 
states. They are the states which simply do not 
have the money to provide schooling for their 
children that compares with that provided by 
the richer states. 

When a child suffers by lack of education, 
it is not necessarily his own state which suffers 
by his educational inadequacy in later life. A 
high proportion of Americans live, in their 
adult years, in other states than those in 
which they were born and educated. 

Georgia herself has for years operated her 
own schools on the same principle. The state 
schoo] equalization fund is exactly what is pro- 
posed by Senate Bill 1313, save that one is ap- 
plied to the counties of the state and the other 
is to be applied to the states of the Union. 

Without that state equalization fund there 
are counties in Georgia which could maintain 
no schools at all. Taxpayers of Fulton and the 
other richer counties pay for the education 
of children in many of these poorer counties. 
They are, too, glad to do it, if for no other rea- 
son than that the children of these poor coun- 
ties, many of them, will be residents of Fulton 
in later years. 

There has been some ill-founded argument 
that acceptance of federa! funds for educa- 
tional purposes within the state would mean 
eventual co-education for white and Negro 
children in Georgia. This is absurd. Not only 
does the senate bill itself recognize the fact 
that separate schools for both races is the prac- 
tice, but mingling of the races in Georgia 
Schools could only be accomplished by amend- 
ment to the state constitution—which Geor- 
gians wouldn't vote in a million years. 

The federal government is the only agency 
which can achieve equality of educational op- 
portunity among the States. Until we do get 
that equality the children of Georgia will be 
woefully handicapped in competition with chil- 
dren educated in the riche states. 

The amount available for Georgia under the 
senate bill is far greater than what we should 
pay toward the fund in taxes. 

Any among us who oppose enactment of 
Senate Bill 1313 are working against the wel- 
fare of the children of Georgia and dooming 
them to remain victims of a tragic handicap 
and an undemocratic injustice.

Weather and War

pended so much on accurate weather forecasts 
as in the present conflict. For substantiation, 
it is only necessary to glance at the weather 
conditions which attended many of the Nazi 
prime military moves. 

These include the clear, dry weather for 
the mechanized push into Poland, the Low 
Countries and France, the low visibility when 
they moved into Norway and, more recently, 
the heavy fog through which the Nazi war- 
ships escaped from a French port. 

Thus it is cheering to observe that the 
United States is developing a long-range weath- 


er forecast system for its fighting forces which | 


is expected to match the accuracy and ef- 
ficiency of the Nazi secret system. This new 
System has been set up but, naturally, for 
military reasons, little of it can be generally 
known. The fact that this knowledge is being 
held from the public will come as no hardship, 
and excite no displeasure, as far as loyal and 
patriotic Americans are concerned, 


On the contrary, it is encouraging to learn 
that this sort of military secret is being kept 
secret. There have been too many tragic ex- 
amples in the world of the enemy knowing all 
about what goes on inside a country. Let’s 
not give the Fifth or Sixth Columnists a chance 
at anything, give them no opportunity to harm 
our all-out war effort. It must be remembered 
always that this is not a picnic, but a life or 
death struggle, with the nation’s future at 
stake.

The Rozvalni 

There is something incongruous about some 
of the equipment with which the Russian army 
is preparing to fight, now the mud of spring 
is due. 

On the one hand convoy after convoy has 
carried to the Russians vast quantities of the 
latest in mechanized equipment and in supplies 
made in Britain and in the United States. The 
very latest and up-to-date impedimenta of war. 


On the other hand there is the rozvalni, a 
primitive Russian vehicle that is, nevertheless, 
counted on to move guns and munitions when 
the great trucks and tanks bog down in the 
mud. 

The rozvalni is the simplest vehicle imagin- 
able. It is a sled, made of two timber runners 
with planks placed across them. It lies close 
to the ground and is pulled by a single horse. 
Because of its lowness and the lack of friction, 
it carries amazing loads. 

In this adaptation of every servicable instru- 
ment of war lies one of the great strength 
factors of the Russian army. They are quick 
and willing to use anything that will help them 
defeat their enemy. By this very quality they 
gain tremendous advantage over the Germans 
who worship the new and intricate, but scorn 
anything they consider outmoded. 

The rozvalni can go where the best of 
modern mechanized transport is useless. 


We may look for some dramatic incidents 
on the Russian front as the spring thaw 
creates terrain more favorable for such horse- 
drawn equipment and for the famed Cossack 
cavalry. There are times in the most modern 
of warfare when the ho.se is still mighty, 
mighty useful.

Unhappy Spain 

The recent trade agreement between Spain 
and Argentina focuses attention on a timely 
article in “The Nation” by J. Alvarez Del Vayo, 
who was foreign minister of the Spanish re- 
public during the bitter and bloody civil war 
in that country. Discussing three years of the 
Franco regime in Spain, Del Vayo points out 
the only things the Franco crowd has achieved 
so far are terror, death, hunger and typhus. All 
the rest, he adds, is chaos or grandiose plans 
—on paper. 

The sorry plight of Spain under Franco— 
with its firing squads aping the Nazi in ef- 
ficiency in this respect—should serve as an 
object lesson on what it means to be part of 
the Nazi “new order.” For, as Del Vayo points 
out, the industrialists who financed Franco 
find themselves without business or profits, 
while small shopkeepers resent being held re- 
sponsible by authorities for shortages of food 
and other -goods. 


The only optimistic note is that opposition 
to Franco and his gang has spread to all ele- 
ments of the population. Today many persons 
in that unhappy land dcubt the regime can 
prolong its existence even until war in Europe 
What price joining the Axis!

WANTED: NAME FOR WAR WASHINGTON, 


During a_ recent | 
White House press conference discussion Mr, Roosevelt expressed 
dissatisfaction with “World War No, 2” as a correct title for the | 
present conflict in which we are engaged and requested suggestions | 
for a more fitting name. 

It was something he was too busy to bother about, except to be 
conscious of something lacking in the name 
by which the current world conflict is popu- 
larly known. What he was groping for is a 
simple title that is suitably descriptive of the 
far-flung operations involved and at the same 
time serves as an immediate reminder of the | 
moral and spiritual values for which we are | 
fighting. | 

The President had racked his brain during 
his few spare moments without finding the 
answer. He was calling on the public to give 
the subject some thought and offer suggestions. 
The person who is able to supply the needed 
name will carve for himself a unique niche in | 
the history of our times. | 

To be able to think in terms of what Mr. 
Roosevelt is groping for it is necessary to con- 
sider the chronological development of the war, 
the factors which gave rise to it, and the ob- 
jectives on both sides. 

The conflagration was started, of course, by unexcusable acts 
of aggression by Hitler and the German people, first by annexing 
Austria, Sudetenland and Czechoslovakia, then by invading Poland, 
which touched off the spark that set the world on fire. Each of 
these incidents before the Polish invasion might have precipitated 
an earlier outbreak but for the effort of England and France to

RESPONSIBILITY CLEAR There is not the slightest doubt 


where unbiased future histori- 
ans will place responsibility for the war. It rests unshakably on 
Hitler’s shoulders. Both in its origin and its spread it has been 
marked by Hitler-inspired acts of aggression: The overrunning of 
Belgium, of Holland, Denmark, Norway, Greece, and the other 
little defenseless countries which only desired peace with the world; 
the invasion of Russia in violation of a standing ten-year peace pact 
between the two countries; the treacherous Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, which never under any circumstances would: have 
been undertaken without the previous pledge of Hitler co-operation. 

Final evidence of the latter is found in the fact that Germany 
declared war on the United States within 48 hours after we de- 
clared war on the Japs. 

The origin and the spread of the war, therefore, is entirely of 
Hitler’s making. It wells from no other source but the greed of a 
dictator for power. Its objective is world domination by the 
Germanic people who, still stinging from the defeat suffered in 
World War No. 1, are ambitious to rectify that defeat and in doing 
so set themselves up as the dominant commercial and cultural race 


of the earth. ' 


GERMAN JEALOUSY They have been galled—bitterly 
galled—by the great prosperity that 


has been produced by American business and industrial genius, 
the billions of gold we have accumulated—75 per cent of. the 
world’s physical supply in a nation of 130,000,000 souls! The 
power and the prestige of the British Empire is another point that 
has rankled in their breasts. 

The underlying causes of the war are as much a part of one as 
the other of these factors. To say that Hitler, and not the German 
people, is the sole blame for the bloody morass into which the 
world has been plunged for the second time within our generation 
is a rank fallacy. There must have been popular acquiescence for 
a dictator to have arisen to the heights of power which made it 
possible for him to lead the German people into such a catastrophe. 
TO TAKE BY FORCE In another sense, the war is one of the 

have-nots against the haves. Germany, 
Italy and Japan were all second-rate powers before they were 
allowed to prepare themselves for the hostilities that are now upon 
us. Unable to compete with us or the British commercially, they 
subjugated all of their efforts to building a military machine that 
would enable them to go out and take by force of arms the things 
they could not gain otherwise. They did it by professing pacific 
aims. P 
Is anyone doubtful of the ability of the United States and Great 
Britain to have long since surpassed them in arms, equipment and 
man power had we but known? 

Hence the ingredients of the war, for which President Roosevelt 
seeks a new name, are lust for power, hate, aggression, moral de- 
generacy, commercial greed, and territorial gain to the end that 
one nation may assume world dominion over the others—all under 
the fanatical leadership of one dictator, Hitler. The new title 
should be suggestive of these components. 

It cannot well be called the war of the democracies against the 
dictators. The presence of Russia on our side forbids that. Besides 
the name is too long It should be a short, descriptive title. 


BIGGER THAN HITLER Later historians may refer to it as 


the Hitler wars, just as the Euro- 
pean conflicts of Napoleon’s time bear his name. But objection is 
raised to this on the score that the war is more enveloping in the 
values involved. It is bigger than Hitler.

PACIFIC RAIDER Who had the greatest raider ever to scourge 
, the Pacific ocean where the Japanese and 
American fleets now ride? | | 
Whose raider sailed up and down the Pacific, from tropics to 
the frozen ice, destroying ships and burning 
them? 

"whens raider sailed from the Pacific around 
the world, never losing a fight or running 
away? 

Why, that well-known nation, the Confed- 
erate States of America, had such a rarmier— 
the Shenandoah! 

Its story is one of the greatest stories of 
the sea. 

The saga of the Shenandoah reads as does 
no fiction of the sea. 

On September 20, 1864, at Liverpool, Eng- 
land, the full-rigged ship, the Sea King, was 
sold to an agent. He was buying for the Con- 
federate States of America. 

Lieutenant James Iredell, of North Caro- 
lina, had been waiting many weary months for 
his command. With him were five officers 
who had served with Semmes in the Alabama 

and a nephew of Robert E. Lee. 

On October 8 the Sea King cleared for Bombay. One Confed- 
erate officer was aboard as a passenger. 

On the same day there sailed fram Liverpool the British steamer 
Laurel. She was loaded with cases marked “General Merchan- 
dise.” In reality they contained guns, ammunition and ship’s stores. 
She also carried the Confederate sailors and officers, the nucleus 
of a crew, ; 

They met at Medeira on October 20. 

They had expected most of the English crew to sign on. 
did. The fate of the Alabama was too fresh in their minds. 

Counting officers, the Shenandoah, for such she was re- 
christened, had 43 men to handle a ship requiring the normal com- 
plement of 85. 


OUT TO SEA Her guns and fighting equipped installed, the 
Shenandoah put out to sea. 

The first prize was taken off the Cape Verde Islands. She 
was from a Welsh port laden with iron for Buenos Aires. She was 
scuttled. The crew was made prisoner. Seven men enlisted. 

In November, south of Verde, the Shenandoah took more prizes. 
The schooner Charter Oak, out of Boston to San Francisco, laden 
with furniture and canned food, was sunk and her supplies stored. 
The big bark D. Godfrey, Boston to Valparaiso, laden with lumber 
and salt beef, was next. Six men enlisted. The Danish ship Anna 
Jans was captured next. The next prize was the brig Susan. On 
November 12 the best prize, the Kate Prince of Portsmouth, was 
taken. The same day another, but smaller ship, was captured. 
The last prize above the equator was the schooner Lizzie M. 
Stacey. Four of her crew enlisted. 

Crossing the equator the Shenandoah sawed in tropic seas, 
Near the island Tristan da Cunha she captured the whaler Edward. 
Whalers were the chief objective of the Shenandoah, as the world 
needed oil then as now. 

Meanwhile the U.S. S. Iroquois was out hunting the Shenandoah. 

After Christmas the Shenandoah had passed around the Cape 
of Good Hope and was in the Indian ocean. (That’s in the news 
today.) There she burned the bark Delphine, of Bangor, Maine. 
Books on board were given to the captain to keep. There was one 
exception. A copy of ‘“‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin” was thrown overboard. 
TO MELBOURNE (In January the Shenandoah put into Mel- 

bourne. The United States tried to have 
her seized. There was a controversy. The authorities let her go 
with many Australians signed on the crew.

| ~ one globe and on November 5 entered the Mgrsey for Liverpool 
| harbor, 
| The British decided none could be prosecuted for piracy save 
| Britishers. In the accents of Clyde and the Shannon, the English 
| members of the crew answered up as from Mississippi, Georgia, 
| and Tennessee. All were dismissed. 
| Waddell lived in Europe for years, dying at last in America 
| at Annapolis.

The first 
edition of the textbook was pub- 
lished in 1913, under the direction 
of Jane Delano and Isabel Mc- 
Isaac. The service \ as started in 
peacetime with the idea of teach- 
ing women the fundamental prin- 
ciples of caring for the sick in 
their own families, and of awaken- 
ing them to the necessity 
healthful environment in their 
homes and in the community. Red 
Cross field nurses were sent out 


as instructors, and state, county, 


and city public health agencies co- 
operated with the program. 


In 1917 and 1918, when great 
numbers of registered nurses were | 
called to the army, the value of 


the Home Nursing Service became 
apparent. During ‘the influenza 


epidemic of i918, the women who) 


had taken the home nursing course 
put their instruction to good use 
and rendered invaluable service in 
the emergency. 

Since 1918, the textbook has 
been revised three times and been 
brought up to date. Greater stress 
has been laid on preventive care. 
A whole ‘chapter is devoted to the 
prevention and control of com- 
municable diseases. The chapters 
on infant and child care are ex- 
eellient. Added material on mental 
health and its relation to physical 
health has enhanced the value of 
the new edition. 

When it became apparent that 
the United States must inevitably 
become involved in the present

WASHINGTON, April 12.—() 
The Federal Reserve Board esti- 
mated today that about $2,000,-| 
000,000 of American money is be- 
ing hoarded. 


But, contrary to the ordinary | 
bankers’ disapproval of hoarding, 
ithe board concluded that, under | 
‘present conditions, about the only 
danger is that people might take it 
‘out of hiding and deposit it in the | 
banks. | 
| The reason for this unusual’ 
“danger,” the board explained, is 
‘that the banks already have plen- 
‘ty of money, and the addition of | 
‘the presently hoarded money 
might “expand bank reserves| 
(available for lending) beyond the | 
powers of the Federal Reserve 
System to absorb them at a time 
when a policy of credit restraint 
was in the public interest.” 

Discussing in its monthly bulle- 
tin, the growth of money in circu- 
lation to a record-breaking total of 
$11,500,000,000, the board figured 
that $2,000,000,000 of this amount 
'was hidden away. 

Americans were estimated to 
have hidden between $500,000,000 | 
‘and $1,000,000,000 of the total, 
foreigners accounting for the rest. | 
|'Unwarranted fear of banks: and| 
taxation were said to underlie| 
American hoarding. In this con- 
nection, the board said hoarders | 
were foolish and could keep their | 
money more safely and earn in-'
